Quick thinking and the “cross- 
body draw” enabled Detective Ser- 
geant Paul Girard to shoot his way 
out of an attempted holdup last 
night, while the highwa,;man, aft- 
er taking the veteran police officer 
by surprise, held a revolver 
pressed under Girard’s left shoul- 
der. 

‘The highwayman, as yet uniden- 
tified, was killed by a shot Detec- 
tive Girard flung over his shoulder. 
The bullet plerced the robber's 
‘pistol arm, the left one in this in- 
; stance, and passed through the 
man’s body near the heart. 

Detective Girard, in plain clothes, 
was driving his own automobile 
over Kingshighway Northwest at 
9:40 o'clock on his way to the po- 
lice substation in Baden to confer 
with other officers, about holdups 
which have occurred frequentiy of 
late near the railroad tracks in that 
section of the city. When about 
160 feet south of the Wabash 
tracks, in a new subdivision, the 
detective stoppec his car 
moment and started to get out of 
the machine. 

Did Not See Robber. 

High weeds lined the roadway at 
that point, and he did not observe 
the holdup man until the latter, 
beside the rear door, jammed the 
revolver against his shoulder as 
Girard was shutting off the motor. 
Put em up, brother,“ the high- 
wayman demanded. 

“All right, boy; you've got me,” 
Girard replied quietly, at the same 
time elevating his left arm. 

“My right arm was in front of 
my body.” Girard told a, Post- 
Dispatch reporter today, “and 
without moving the arm from the 
shoulder to the elbow, I dropped 
the forearm deross my body until

The highwayman groaned and 
staggered away around the rear 
of the car into a clump of weeds.

The 
second shot missed. 

The robber was still breathing 
when the detective turned him 
over, but could not tell his name, 
Girard then hurried to a patrol box 
at McLaran avénue and Kingshigh- 
way Northwest, about three blocks 
away, and called an ambulance. The 
highwayman was dead on arrival 
at city hospital. 

Revolver Found. 

In the weeds where he fell the 
police found a .32 caliber revolver, 
load sd. Attempts are being made 
to trace it by its number, as a 
possible means of identification. 


Fingerprints of the dead man 
were taken at the morgue today 
that his identity might be sought 
through that method also. 

The robber was about 25 years 
old, five feet six inches tall, and 
weighed about 140 pounds. His

Appeals Court Affirms 25-Year 
Sentence of David Weisman. 
The 25-year sentence of David 
Weisman, associate of St. Louis 
gangsters and fence for thieves, 
who was sent to the Federal prison 
at Atlanta, following convitgion 
with “Whitey” Doering, gan 
gangster, now dead, for complicity 
in the mail truck robbery here, 
April 2, 1923, was affirmed today 
by the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 

Weisman charged in the appeal 
that Judge Faris erred in charging 
the jury that possession of prop- 


to show circumstances which would 
warrant a verdict of guilty. He 
also contended there was no evi- 
dence that the stolen property had 
been taken from the person of the 
mail messenger, Dorlac. 
“There is no direct evidence that 
either one of these defendants 
(Weisman or Doering, for both of 
whom the appeal was taken), ac- 
tually committed the robbery,” 
says the Appellate Court’s opinion. 
“The evidence is entirely circum- 
stantial, and it does not appear that 
Weisman actually lived in the 
house (Doering’s home, 22 Sunset 
avenue, Richmond Heights), where 
the stolen property was found. 
Opinion Reviews Evidence. 
“Nor ig there any evidence that 
Weisman ever had actual physical 
possession of the stolen property. 
“Tf this were all of the case, the 
instruction to the jury as to pos- 
session raising any presumption of 
guilt as to Weisman would be er- 
roneous, but it is not all.“ 
The opinion here reviews the evi- 
dence, and then holds that Doer- 
ing’s home appeared to be head- 
quarters of the robbers, it being 
shown in the evidence that the 
stolen property, together with 
weapons of various kinds and ex- 
plosives were found there by the 
raiding officers. 
The Court was of the opinion, 
based on the evidence, that Weis- 
man was not a casual visitor at 
Doering’s home; that he brought 
John Niedringha a bond sales- 
man, there to sell the stolen prop- 
erty; that he kept his car in Doer- 
inge garage; that he and Doer 
ing were close companions, and 
that he must have had complete 
knowledge of the robbery and the 
stolen property. 
Doering, who was sentenced to 
30 years’ jmprisonment was shot 
to death in a resort in Illinois while 
at Uberty under an appeal bond. 
Eighteen others, including sever- 
al Egan and Cuckoo gangsters, are 
under indictment in the same case, 
most of them being at liberty un- 
der bonds of $60,000 each.

LONDON, Aug. 28.—Revelations 
of the matrimonial differences be- 
tween the Duke and Duchess of 
Westminster have just been made 
in court here. The Duchess yes- 
terday sought an injunction to’ 
restrain her husband from eject- 
ing her from her house off Berke- 
ley Square, one of the most fash- 
lonable quarters of West End Lon- 
don. 

The Duchess was not in court, as 
she saileq for New York during the 
day on the Majestic. The Duke 
also is out of the country. The 
Judge adjourned the case for a 
fortnight, after the lawyers rep- 
resenting both sides finally agreed 
that the Duchess’ maid, who is liv- 
ing in the house, should not be 
disturbed during that time and the 
Duehess’ belongings should be al- 
lowed to remain there. : 

T. J. O’Conner, representing the 
Duchess, told the Court she had 
not been allowed to enter the house 
to get her trunks and that her 
maid, living there, had been told 
She Duchess would be turned into 
She street if she made an attempt 
to enter. He also asserted that 
the maid had been deprived of 
food ang threatened with eject- 
ment. 

Except for the Duchess’ maid, 
the staff of the house consists of 
the Duke's servants. 

O' Conner declared that “the 
Duchess spared herself the indig- 
nity of being turned out by not 
going to the house.“ 

Opposed to Divorce. 

There have been rumors for 
some time of serious differences 
between the Duke and the Duchess. 
but the correspondent is informed 
that the latter, while willing to 
permit the Duke to go his own 
way. is determined not to have a 
divorce. Both of them had been 
married previously. 


The Duchess is the 
daughter of the late Sir William 
Nelson, shipping magnate. She 
was first married in 1913 to George 
Rowley, a lieutenant in the House- 
hold Cavalry, She obtained a di- 
vorce, which was made absolute 
in November, 1920. During the 
hearing at that time she said she 
was married at the London Regis- 
ter’s office and later had a _ reli- 
gious ceremony at a church there, 
adding: “I did not live with my 
husband as his wife until after «le 
second ceremony.” 

Her engagement to the Duke of 
Westminster was kept a profound 
secret until a few days before the 
wedding at the Register’s office 
here, which occurred nine days at- 
ter her divorce decree was made 
absolute. 

One of Britain's Richest Men. 

The Doke was before the war 
one of the richest men in Great 
Britain. He owns about 60,000 
acres in Cheshire and Flintshire, 
and several hundred acres in Lon- 
don, which bring an enormous 
rental. His country seat, Eaton 
Hall, near Chester, ts one of the 
show places of the country, and is 
reputed to have cost $15.000,000. 
Recently he has sold off numerous 
valuable paintings and is said to 
have been in need of cash. He 
was first married before he suc- 
ceeded to his present title, when 
he was Lord Belgrave, to Con- 
stance FEdwina~™ Cornwallis-West, 
youngest daughter of the late Col. 
Cornwallis-West. It was a boy and 
girl romance, and she divorced him 
in 1919 on grounds of desertion 
and misconduct. : 

The present Duchess is a petite 
brunette, with a small pale face, a 
low, pleasant voice and: one of the 
prettiest “shingles’’ in London. She 
has been conspicuous in society for 
her jewels, particularly a magnifi- 
cent pearl necklace with large 
square-cut emeralds set singly be- 
tween every tenth or twelfth pearl. 
She aleo is noted one of the 
smartest of London's fashion lead- 
ers. 

She spent last season at Deau- 
ville. and last week, when Lord and 
Lady Louls Mountbatten, now on 
the liner Berengaria with the 
Prince of Wales, were at the 
French resort, she was\much in 
their company. a 

The Duchess brother, 
Hope Nelson, married Miss lle 
Valle of St. Louis in 1913. Mrs.

DEPOSITION BY NOELL. 
DENES ALL CHARGES 


Attorney Says He Did Not 
Induce Witness to Leave 
Town at Hearing. 


Charles P. Noell, whom the St. 
Louis Bar Association is suing to 
have suspended or disbarred from 
further practice as an attorney, 
gave a deposition in his defense 
before Commissioner William T. 
Jones today. 

Denying the charge that he in- 
duced a witness in a damage sult: 
to leave town during its trial before 
Circuit Judge Hall last December 
and thus forced a continuance, 
Noell said he had merely sent his 
brother, Wilson «A. Noell, to warn 
the witness, Earl Fredericks, not 
to change his testimony under pen- 
alty of being prosecuted for per- 
jury. Noell sald he susfected the 
other side might ineuce Fredericks 


to change his testimony and, in 
fairness to his client, he wanted to 
warn Fredericks to tell the truth. 
He was unable to warn him per- 
sonally, as he was busy delving into 
legal points, so he sent his brother. 
Clerk Identified Lawyer. 

A clerk at the Pontiac Hotel, 
where. Fredericks stayed while in 
St. Louis, identified Chagsies P. 
Noell as the man who visited Fred- 
ericks the night before he left 
town, but Noell explains this on 
the ground he and his brother 
closely resemble each other. The 
clerk has subsequently testified he 
is unable to repeat the identifica- 
tion because of the lapse of time. 

Noell deposed that he was as 
much surprised as anyone when he 
learned Fredericks had left town, 
and supposed Fredericks feared 
prosecution following the warning. 
Noell denied that Fredericks was 
escorted to East St. Louis and 
placed abcard a train by him, as. 
charged, or by his brother. 

Welcomed Investigation. 

Asked why he had not defended 
himself before Judge Hall when 
the hotel clerk originally identi- 
fied him as the mar who visited 
Fredericks, Noell said he was in no 
position to do so, as he only knew 
he had asked his brother to see 
Fredericks and did not then know 
what had taken place at the con- 
ference. He did tell the court, 
however, that he welcomed a full 
investigation, Noell said. 

The Bar Association wants the 
deposition of Wilson A. Noell, who 
is recovering from injuries suffered 
in an automobile collision. The 
hearing will be resumed tomorrow.

Residents of , Lindenwood-Gra- 
tiot District Circularized— 
Hearing Tomorrow. 


Campaigning for support of resi- 
dents of sections in which the com- 
peting People's Motor Bus Co. and 


St. Louls Bus Co. are sceking per- 


mits to establish lines, has reachcd 
he stage of intensive circuiarizing 
in the Lindenwood-Gratiot district, 
one of the chief localities of con- 
tention. 

The People’s Motor Bus Co. has 
applied to the Board of Public 
Service for six additional routes, 
and the St. Louis Bus Co. is seek- 
ing five, three of them virtually 
the same as those sought by the 
opposing company. The -matter 
comes up for public hearing to- 
morrow at city hall, and the do- 
sire of residents of sections where 
routes are sought is always given 
weight by the board. Knowing 


this, representatives of the ‘two 
companies have drawn their battle 
lines and are ready for the strug- 
gle. 

Residents in Fight First. 

The Gratiot-Lindenwood Im- 
provement Association, espousing 
the cause. of the People’s Mo- 
torbus Co., entered the circu- 
lar field first with an open 
letted. It’s caption, Don't Be 
Fooled,” warned residents of the 
20-year refusal of the United Rail- 
ways Co. to supply service and 
gave the opinion that the St. Louis 
Bus Co., a U. R. subsidiary, would 
be no better. 

“Don’t be fooled by talk of the 
reorganization committee of the 
United Railways giving you a new 
deal.“ the warning adde. It is the 
same old wolf in sheep’s clothing 
and if they can continue to monop- 
ollze the transportation service of 
the city of St. Louls you can expect 
just exactly what you have gotten 
in the past—exactly nothing.” The 
circular closes with an appeal for 
attendance at the Board of Public 
Service meeting, there to demand 
justice for the People’s company. 

Another Beware Circular.” 

The St. Louis Bus Co. batteries 
came into action yesterday with A. 
J. Lange, president of the Linden- 
wood Improvement Association, di- 
recting the fire. It sets out that 
the advice contained in the first 
circular is good. Don't be fooled 
into the belief that the People’s 
Motorbus Co. will meet your re- 
quirements when the St. Louls Bus 
Co., backed by the United Ralil- 
ways, with all its capital and lines, 
is the only logical concern fo fur- 
nish a service whith will be per- 
manent and up to every require- 
ment of the people.” 

Under its caption of “Beware of 
Outsiders,“ it carries the Informa- 
tion that Receiver Rolla Wells was 
twice Mayor of St. Louls, and that 
A. T. Perkins, manager for the 
receiver, is a man Whose word is 
his bond. The final warning reads: 
“Don't be fooled. Don't listen to 
the siren song of strangers, about 
whom we know nothing, who are 
here, not to give service for love 
of service, but for no other pur- 
pose than to make money and 
then move on to the next town.”

nebago County Leads in Fight 
for Stamping Out 


Twenty-five counties In Iowa are 
engaged in tuberculosis eradication 
under the area plan, and more cat- 
tle are tested In that State monthly 
than in any other State. Moreover, 
Winnebago County, Ia., which is 
the first county to complete area 
work, is now on the list of modi- 
fied accredited counties. This des- 
nation means that bovine tuber- 
culosis in the county has been re- 
duced, by testing and the removal 
of the reactors, to less than one- 
half of 1 per cent. 

A number of packers are paying 
a premium of 10 cents per hun- 
dredweight for hogs originating in 
modified accredited areas. The first 
carload of hogs in Iowa to receive 
the 10-cent premium originated in 
Winnebago County and topped the 
market in Chicago Monday, July 
28, as well as receiving the pre- 
mium, which amounted to $17.67 
for the shipments.

Counsel for Government Next Week Will Ask 
Judge Faris to Withdraw Order Prevent- 
ing Federal Operation of 19 Barges and 
Four Towboats—Prospect of an Appeal to 
Higher Federal Courts Over Ruling. 


W g to functioning for the fall, 
xt week, the United States 
Govefnment will renew its effort 
to get the Goltra barges and tow- 
boats back, for public use. 
“Goltra barges, they are called, 
as if Edward F. Goltra, St. Louis 
iron manufacturer and former 
Democratic national committee- 
man, were their creator or thelr 
owner. But the fact is that the 
Government had them built and 
paid for them, more than $3,000,- 
000, and has not transferred them 
in- any ordinary business manner. 
Goltra’s hold on the equipment, 
19 barges and four towboats, con- 


sists in a contract given to him in 


1219 by Newton D. Baker, then 
Secretary of War. This contract 
is tying up the boats, urgently 
needed in handling Mississippi Val- 
ley grain shipments—tying them 
up even more effectively than’ are 
the ropes and cables which hold 
them to the land at and below 
the Rutger street wharf. Goltra 
has kept them there, by refusing 
to rent them to the Government 
which owns them, to meet an 
emergency public need. 


An Interesting Document. . 
This contract, sacrificially sign- 
ing over national property to a 
private individual with political in- 
fluence, is an interesting document. 
particularly in a time when other 


sacrifices of national property have 


aroused the public, and have be- 
come à political issue. 

If the owner of a large dwelling 
were to lease it to a tenant, to be 
used as a boarding house, and if 
the lease were to provide that no 
rent should be paid, but that the 
profits of the boarding house 
should be set aside, and should 
form a fund which might be used 
in buying the house, such a lease 
would correspond in its main partic- 
ulars with the Goltra barge con- 
tract. 

In the supposed boarding house 
case, the proprietor of the pace 
would be relleved of the ordi aa 
risks of the business, and would 
be likely ta feed boarders well 
and not to skimp on expensed. 
The owner would be, risking the 
loss.of several years’ rent, as 
against the chance of selling the 
house to his tenant. But the 
public welfare would not be af- 
fected. 

The Baker-Goltra contract leases 
to Goltra the barges and tow- 
boats, for a term of 6 years after 
their delivery to him, which took 
place in July, 1922. It requires 
him to insure the fleet, and to 
give a $200:000 bond. Then come 
the ffnancial provisions similar to 
those of the supposititious hoard- 
ing house case. 


“The net earnings above opera- 
ting expenses and maintenance,” 
the contract says, shall be turned 
over to the Secretary of War. 
at least every 90 days, for deposit 
to the credit of the Secretary of 
War in a special account, until 
such time as said net earnings 
shall equal. the cost of the fleet,

Within three months prior to the 
expiration of the lease, or of any 
period of renewal, a board of three 
persons shall be appointed, to ap- 
praise the value of the fleet at 
that time, and the lessee (Bol- 
tra) shall 
purchasing the fleet. 


Could Exercise Option. 


“If the funds turned over to the 
Secretary of War and deposited by 
him shall equal the full cost of the 
fleet, plus interest at 4 per cent, 
then in case of the exercise of said 
option by the lessee (Goltra), 
said funds shall be applied to pay- 
ment im full for the fleet, and any 
net earnings over and above the 
amount required shall be paid to 
the lessee (Goltra). If the funds 
shall be less than the full cost, plus 
interest, but greater than the ap- 
praised value, the funds shall be 
applied to payment at the ap- 
praised value, and any amount in 
excess of the appraised value shall 
be retained by the Secretary of 
War for the use and benefit of the 
United States; and the fleet shall 
become the property of the lessee 
(Goltra). If the funds shall be 
less than the appraised value, such 
funds shall be applied to payment 
so far as they shall reach, and the 
lessee shall pay (in a manner spec- 
ified in another section) the bal- 
ance of the appraised value.” 


This means that the Government 
provided Goltra with the equip- 
ment, and that after deducting ex- 
penses of operatien, he had. the 
privilege of buying it with the net 
earnings. In calculating expenses 
of operation, thére was nothing to 
prevent Goltra from paying him- 
self a salary, though the contract 
provided that overhead costs 
should de subject to the supervi- 
sion of the Government. 


It is provided that noncompli- 
ance, in the Government's judg- 
ment, with any of the terms or 
conditions, “will justify terminat- 
ing the lease and returning the 
plant and said towboats and barges 
to the lessor (the Government). 
and all moneys to the credit of the 
Secretary of War shall be deemed 
rentals earned by and due to the 
lessor (the Government).” 

This last clause, in connection 
with another clause which re- 
quired Goltra to operate the fleet 
as a common carrier on the Mis- 
sissippi River and its tributaries, 
has Been used by the representa- 
tives of the Government, in their 
legal attack during the past year 
upon the validity of the contract. 
The Government's allegation is 
that he has failed to operate as a 
common carrier. 

„The Baker-Goltra contract has 
often been referred to as a war- 
time arrangement, Its date, May 
29, 1919, shows that it had no di- 


rect connection with war requite-| 


ments. However, the contract sets 
forth that, in wartime, Goltra, at 
the request of Government officials

Goltra Declines to Let U. S. Bae!

run below St. Louls. 

But before the Government was 
fully ready to turn the boats over 
to Goltra, it became known that 
he was soliciting freight business 
for the lower Mississippi trade. 


Ruling of Weeks. 

At that time, the barge service. 
as a transportation enterprise, was 
still in an experimental stage, and 
it seemed that division of the traf- 
fic between two lines might insure 
the failure of the experiment. 

Secretary of War Weeks helt, 


permitted to make a rate competi- 
tive with the established barge lin- 
on the lower river. As Secretary 
Weeks read the contract, it for- 
bade Goltra to make a rate less 
than the rail rate, without the 
Secretary's approval. 

At this point, Goltra surprisei 
the Secretary and the public by 
producing a special contract, signed 
by Secretary of War Baker’ on the 
last day of the Wilson adminis- 
tration, March 3, 1921. This agree- 
ment authorized Goltra to cperate 
on the lower river at a rate 20 
per cent lower than the all-rail 
charge. It meant that Goltra could 
duplicate the facilities and rates of 
the Government Tine, whose rate 
was likewise 20 per cent below the 
ali-rail rate. 

The Secretary of War stil! held 
that he had the right to prevent 
rulnous competition with the Gov- 
ernment's line. X lan was dis- 


cussed for turming ove to Goltra 
freight which the Government line 
was not equipped to xandle. but 
Goltra tied up the boats. When 
the Merchants’ Exchange, in Au- 
gust, 1922, appealed to the War De- 
partment to have the idle boats put 
to work at hauling grain, Goltra 
declined do undertake the work, 
and Weeks decided that he could

Action to Annul Contract. 


Early in 1923, after urgent rep- 
resentations by Col. T. Q. Ash- 
burn, chief of waterways, and Con- 
gressman Newton of St. Louis, the 
Secretary of War took legal ac- 
tion to annul the Goltra contract, 


on the ground of nonfulfiliment of 


its terms. 

Under authority of the Secretary 
of War, Col. Ashburn seized the 
barges and mad begun to remove 
them from’! their moorings when 
he was halted by an order from 
Judge Faris, to whom Goltra’s 
counsel had appealed. “Outrage- 
ous” and “high-handed” 
terms used by the Judge in de- 
scribing the seizure. He ordered 
the fleet returned to Goltra, but 
some of the boats had been taken 
out of the court’s jurisdiction, and 
there followed a chase by Federal 
Deputy Marshals, who found some 
of the boats tied to the Illinois 
bank, and therefore ‘legally out of 
their reach. In the meantime, the 
barge line had 17,000 tons of 
freight at Cairo, awaiting move- 
ment. ‘ 

In June, 1928. when the matter 
was taken to the Supreme Court 
on an issue of’ jurisdiction, Justice 
Van Devanter issued an order per- 
mitting the Government to use the 

ats, pending settlement of the 
legal dispute, and requiring that 
Goltra be credited with the rentals. 

This gave the Government the 
boats at a time when they were 
greatly needed, and their use con- 
tinued through the heaviest grain- 
shipping period of 1923.

FRIEDRICHSHAVEN, Germany 


Aug. 28.—ZR-3, the dirigible which 
Germany built for the United 
States and which is soon to cross 
the ocean, madd her baptismal 
trip yesterday in a pouring rain. 
She completed a two-hour flight 
over Lake Constance, which gave 
the natives and summer tourists a 
thrill and recollections of the days 
during the war when the launch 
ing of a dirigible took place evel» 
month or so. 

“The ship behaved splendidly,” 
said Dr. Hugo Eckner, director of 
the Zeppelin company, who was in 
command, and everything worked 
well, excepting one of the five mo- 
tors, which refused to function 
properly and as a consequence was 
put off toward the end of the 
flight.’ 

Americans Satisfied. 

Six Americans were aboard, and 
were well satisfied, although they 
did not see much of the country 
below on eccount of the rain and 
mist. The ship kept just under th 
clouds, reaching an altitude of only 
1200 feet. The highest speed at- 
tained: was little more than 60 
miles per hour. 

Dr. Eckner repeated: “We are 
well satisfied. She met all expec- 
tations and is the finest ship we 
ever built.” 

The Zeppelin officials announced 
that nuts and bolts on one of the 


Two other motors, it was said, did 
not quite come up to expectations 
and they were taken down, With 
the view of remedying their faults.

HEAVY. OSAGE WAY CROP 


Value of $650,000 Placed on Crop 
in Oklahoma Oounty. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HOMINY, Ok.—The mowers and 
hay balers are busy these days in 
Osage County putting up the crop 
of prairie hay and alfalfa. It is es- 
timated that there are 20,000 acres 
of prairie hay in the county which 
will be cut this year. Some is cut 
twice, while the remainder is only 
cut once. A conservative estimate 
places the amount of prairie hay 
this year at 35,000 tons and its 
value at $350,000. The third cut- 
ting of alfalfa is now being made 


on 5000 acres in the county. It is- 


estimated the crop will make 165,- 
000 tons and that the value of the 
alfalfa will be approximately $300,- 
000. 

While much of the hay will be 
stored or stacked, a great amount 
will be sold and is estimated that 
fully $300,000 worth of the total 
$650,000 crop will be “cashed in” 
while the remainder will be fed to 
stock or held until winter in the 
hope of obtaining higher prices.

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BOSCH DENIES OWNERSHIP OF 
PLANT AND FUNDS u. S. SEIZED 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Rob- 


ert Bosch of Stuttgart, Germgny, 
has denied ownership of the old 
$16,000,000 plant of the Bosch 
Magneto Co. at Springfield, Mass., 
and of the $468,423 seized by the 
office of the Alien Property Cus- 
todian from Otto Heins, in a ‘depo- 
sition filed in the District of Col- 
umbia Supreme Court yesterday. 
The testimony of Bosch was taken 
at the office of the American con- 
sul at Stuttgart and filed in court 
here by the State Department, on 
behalf of the present Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian, Colonel Miller: 

Otto Heins previously had tes- 
tified that he surrendered the 
monsy, Which he said was his per- 
sonal property, and the plant at 
Springfield under threat of 10 
years’ imprisonment. He seeks 
possession of the money and 135 
shares of stock of the o]d Bosch 
company, the property and business 
of which was sold by A. Mitchell 
Palmer, then Alien Property Custo- 
dian, to Martin E. Kern of Allen- 
town, Pa., an alien, for $4,125,000. 

Sult is now pending in the courts 
of New York State for the return 
of the plant, which is now operated 
by the American Bosch Magneto 
Co. Heins is operating in New 
York City the Robert Bosch Mag- 
neto Co., which is a licensee of 
Robert Bosch of Stuttgart. 

Bosch, in his deposition, declares 
he knew nothing about the seizure 
of the’ money claimed by Heins 
until the latter visited him in Ger- 
many in 1920 and told him about 


it. He also says that at the out- 


break of the World War. he owned 
only 10 shares of stock in the old 
Bosch company, which was oper- 
ated solely and exclusively by 
Heins, Gustav Klein and Carl 
Schurz. The Stuttgart plant and 
the one at Springfield were in no 
way connected, except that the 
American plant handled his goods 
on its own responsibility, he states.
